oonasthey found wehadjdiaoover- 

ed them they gave the war* whoop, 

halted, and oommerical to prepare 

for the flight.

Among them we discovered a few 
Caddo Indians — by the out of their 

hair -who had always previously 

heeu friendly to the Americans. 

Their numhor being so mueh 

greater than ours (Hit to eleven), it 
kgreed that Elesm P, Bowie should
